3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner agreed with 
applicant's arguments regarding to claims land 17. The prior art of record does not disclose or 
render obvious a motivation to provide a method for controlling a vehicular drive line system as 
defined by the limitations of claims 1 and 17, including causing the clutch to be engaged to have 
a torque transfer capacity equal to an idle torque at the output member of the engine when the 
throttle displacement is less than a first reference value and the vehicle speed is less than a 
second reference value.
